About 17 per cent of the es­ 
timated 9 ,000 taxpayers in the

polling 
hours 12 noon to 9 p. m. at the 
Main Street School in Sauger­ 


ties. A similar bond issue pro­ 
posal was defeated last fall by 
a 187-vote margin. And four 
other 
construction 
measures 
have lik ewise failed at the polls 
in the past five years. 
Sought Bigger Vote 
Dr. Dexter 0. Arnold, school 
superintendent, said today that 
“although \vc had hoped for a 
much larger vote we are happy 
the puroposal was passed. 
We 
are grateful to the citizens who 
supported the proposition and 
even though the margin was 
small, it was a big victory.” 
He added that construction 
specified in the proposal “will 


be urged forward as soon as 
possible.” Besides the addition­ 
al 27 rooms at the two schools, 
construction will involve two 
new gymnasiums for each build­ 
ing, a new library for the Glasco 
School and other supporting fa­ 
cilities in both schools. 
Jack O. Pak anen, president of 
the Board of Education also 
said today that he agreed the 
vote “was very smaill in com­ 
parison with the number of 
qualified voters in the district.”

THE AFFLUENT FARMF:RS 
Fo r' y ears, ev er since Wo rld War II requited a spur 
to farm pro ductio n, Demo cratic adminfcstra4 io ns hav e 
defended the farm suppo rt pro gram as o ne needed to 
keep the family fanner in business. The truth is 
that the v ario us farm subsidies hav e pro duced a new, 
affluent land-o perato r so ciety which has no thing in 
co mmo n with the small, imfx rv erished family farmer. 
Senato r J o hn J . Williams, Delaware Republican, 
listed the rash subsidies paid by the Department o f 
Agriculture last y ear fo r acreage div ersio n and re­ 
lated pro grams. His list included mo re than 1,200 
farm co rpo ratio ns and indiv iduals that each co llect 
mo re than $5 0,000. Nearly $9 millio n in these sub­ 
sidies went to fiv e co rpo ratio ns. 
It is o bv io us, Williams po ints o ut, that the real 
beneficiary o f farm subsidies is no t the small family - 
ty pe farmer, but that the Go v ernment is in reality 
subsidizing an ex pansio n o f the co rpo rate ty pe o f 
farming o peratio n. His plan to end these large pay ­ 
ments is to limit them to $10,000 each. But no o ne 
listens to him. 
The J eremiahs were nev er po pular. But tax pay ­ 
er's sho uld back Williams by urging Co ngress to limit 
farm subsidies to make sure the pay ments reach tho se 
fo r wrho m they are meant. Ten tho usand do llars is 
still a go o d windfall. The tax pay er wo uld like a few 
co ming his way , instead o f enriching already wealthy 
land-o perato rs.

In any talk s with Premier 
Kosy gin. President Johnson is 
not faced by a man. He is 
faced by a sy stem. Thai is the 
tragedy of ou r Sov iet problem. 
For by ev ery ru le, inclu ding 
common sense and Sov iet sctf- 
toftereot, the U.S.S.R. shou ld 
be ou r fine fniend. 
Coldly v iewed, the tragedy 
becomes an absu rdity . 
In Detroit last fail a y ou ng 
high - school football play er 
named Alex Jones k nock ed 
himself ou t crashing head first 
into a steel goal post. Later he 
groggily ex plained: 
"I ru n 
faster w» th my ey es shu t.” 
The Kremito-creaicd problem 
is on a par wiith that. 
Ru ssca is a hav e-not cou n­ 
try . Ultimately her su ccess 
mu st detx md on the welf are of 
her people. Sov iet imperial­ 
ism contribu tes nothing to this. 
In contrast, ou r contribu tion 
throu gh 
friendship 
and 
co­ 
operation wou ld be enormou s 
—so enormou s, in fact, as to 
be u tterly incalcu lable. 
It contains ev ery potential 
for the better world thait the 
Kremlin preaches. 
Here is the U.S.S.R. stru g 
gltog desperately and needless­ 
ly to assort the controls of 
commu nism abtoad in places 
where it is not wanted and 
carries no benefit whatev er to 
die Sov iet Union. 
Ev en Ru ssia's possession of 
her aoftefliite sitatos is as ou t of 
dote as the Qu een of Sheba’s 
camel. She siiezed tliesc on the 
theory that they are bu ffer 
states across which an inv ad­ 
ing 
arm y mu st march, and 
cou ld be fou ght, before agau n 
editing foot in the Ru ssian 


homeland. The age of ad/r, to 
say nothing of the missle age, 
mak es this ancient concept 
totally meaning lessr 
Her v ast armaments pro­ 
gram , a terrible strain on the 
Ru ssian economy ar.d on the 
people's Hiv ing standards, is 
dev oted to achiev ing su peri­ 
ority ov er a nation, the United 
9 tiatos, which has no intention 
whatev er of attack ing her and 
wou ld not do so u nder any 
conceiv able ak reu mstances ex ­ 
cept in self-defense. She needs 
to protect herself only against 
Mao Tse-4u ng. 
The cru shing waste is atn ab­ 
su rdity within itself. We are 
no more a 
threat to 
the 
Sov iet Union than we tine to 
Canada. 
Cu ba's 
commu nism 
is 
a 
sou rce of endless and mou nt­ 
ing costs to the U.S.S.R. For 
whait? Indonesia nick ed her 
heav ily in a part of the world 
where Ru ssia needed only a 
mark et and ordinary trade. 
Her Arab adv entu re cost her 
billions in an area that is both 
u norganized 
and 
u nargoniz- 
ftbto . 
Ru ssia herself is an area of 
immense 
ethnic 
differences 
and 17 langu ages, and more 
than half of its popu lation is 
not Ru ssian. Th s is so simple 
that Ru ssia needs the prob­ 
lems of the Arab world as 
well? 
The Kremlin wou ld not lose 
one single thing of v alu e to 
the Ru ssian people by perma­ 
nently establishing the v ery 
best of good relations with the 
United States. 
Bu t we are dealing with the 
Commu nist sy stem, not with 
the Ru ssian people. And that 
its the ru b. 
On the record we see Uhe 
sy stem practicing its same 


mu rders, 
chastisements. 
de­ 
ceits, its cu nning alliances and 
du plicities — commu nism con­ 
stantly rev erting to its normal 
state of international crime, 
blood-stained propaganda and 
moral sq u alor in a pattern 
that we hav e bad to learn 
abou t the hard way . 
Prem ier Alex ei N. Kosy gin 
himself, in tu rn, holds a hollow 
title. The Commu nist party 
leadership controls the gov ern­ 
ment — from abov e it. Party 
chief Leonid Brezhnev is the 
power in the Sov iet Union, not 
Kosy gin. 
Brezhnev actu ally demoted 
Kosy gu n months ago when he 
made Sphmx -tek e I. V. Kapi­ 
tonov ex ecu tiv e head of the 
party apparatu s. Breznev fu r­ 
ther isolated Kosy gin when he 
dismissed Presidiu m member 
Alex ander 
N. 
Shelepin 
as 
Depu ty Premier. Then Brezh­ 
nev compou nded Kosy gin’s iso­ 
lation try reinstating V. V. 
Scherbitsk y as party chief in 
the v ital Uk raine. 
This post was the stepping- 
stone to su preme party leader­ 
ship not only for Nik ita Khru ­ 
shchev bu t for Brezhnev him­ 
self. 
The adv antages of deserv ­ 
ing ar.d hav ing good relations 
with the United States are so 
self-ev ident 
in 
the 
Sov iets’ 
self-interest that pressu res in 
that direction mu st ex ist in­ 
side the Kremlin. Moreov er, 
we shou ld not leav e tu ny sto ne 
u ntu rned 
to 
test this with 
whatev er hope we can mu ster. 
The essential point, howev er, 
is that the change within the 
Kremlin 
wou ld 
be 
nothing 
short of a rev olu tion. The prob­ 
lem is the sy stem we face.

FORGET GO-GOODER DECISIONS 
When three unidentified men ex changed sho ts in 
the Federal Hill Italo -American sectio n o f Pro v idence, 
Co l. Walter E. Sto ne, superintendent o f Rho de Is­ 
land state po lice, issued firm o rders to his tro o pers: 
“ Fo rget Miranda and Esco bedo and beco me po lice­ 
men again.” 
Sto ne was refenlng to recent decisio ns o f the U.S. 
Supreme Co urt abo ut co nfessio ns and frisking defend­ 
ants witho ut a warrant, decisio ns which restrict pre- 
tilal po lice metho ds to pro tect defendants’ lights. 
“ Ho o dlums hav e stalled to turn the streets o f 
Pro v idence into jungles and these peo ple do n’t sto p 
at city lines,” Sto ne said. “ I hav e o rdered my men 
to grab these guy s o n sight and filsk them and make 
sure they ’re no t armed. This situatio n requires firm, 
to ugh po licemen. As far as the State po lice are co n­ 
cerned, we’re no t go ing to be guided by do -go o der 
decisio ns o f the last y ear o r two which hav e been 
pro tecting these guy s and putting halo s aro und their 
heads.” 
Co l. Sto ne is speaking fo r a gro wing majo rity o f 
Americans who hav e beco me restless as serio us crimes 
hav e been jumping by leaps and bo unds. State Atto r­ 
ney General Herbert F. DeSimo ne at o nce anno unced 
that his o ffice wo uld affo rd “ the utmo st pro tectio n to 
the public” but the public wants to see crime elimina­ 
ted and cheers a stro ng hand that attempts to do so . 
Halo s used to be fo r po licemen who did their duty 
and sho uld be again.

WASHINGTON — Is there 
a “right to riot”? 
Nobody 
has the legal or moral right 
to create a distu rbance in 
the streets, and Congress has 
been try ing in the last few 
day s to enact a tow that 
wou ld mok e it a crime for 
any body to trav el from one 
state to another for the pu r­ 
pose 
of 
inciting 
v iolence. 
Bu t this can tu rn ou t to be 
inadeq u ate, as ht is difficu lt 
to prov e in cou rt that any ­ 
one who organized a “demon­ 
stration” necessarily intend­ 
ed to prov ok e disorder. 
What, then can be done to 
stop the rioting and the loot­ 
ing and the v iolence that has 
eru pted in many ports of the 
north as well as the sou th, 
and in the east as well as 
the west? These occu rrences 
cannot he dismissed as mere­ 
ly a part of the "crime wav e” 
that has been sweefting the 
cou ntry . 
It is an emotional 
ou tbu rst which will tend to 
grow in the ex tent of its 
damage if the leaders of the 
commu nities throu ghou t the 
cou ntry do not soon recog­ 
nize the seriou sness of the 
problem 
which 
confronts 
them and begin immediate­ 
ly to dev ise measu res of cor­ 
rection. 
The nex t mov e is really in 
the hands of those who hav e 
been conspicu ou s to the civ il- 
rights mov ement.

Some of the Negro leaders 
conrede tint the riots and the 
conseq u ent looting are u nfor­ 
tu nate. Bu t they insist that the 
"demonstrations” were neces­ 
sary to arou se the people and 
mak e them aware of the in­ 
ju stices that hav e been perpe­ 
trated for a long time, par­ 
ticu larly in hou sing and in em­ 
ploy ment. 
A solu tion is not, howev er, 
going to be fou nd by more 
speech - mak ing 
and 
more 
"demonstrations.” The tragic 
tru th is that the civ i 1-rights 
mov ement is 
su ffering set­ 
back s ev ery day as new an­ 
tagonisms are arou sed in race 
relations. 
The may ors of many cities 
are familiar with the u nder­ 
cu rrents of protest by both 
sides, and they k now that cer­ 
tain neighborhoods 
are 
be­ 
coming 
dangerou s. 
Biracial 
committees hav e been set u p 
to try to diminish the ill feel­ 
ing, While often these pro­ 


grams hav e met with su ccess, 
grou nd has been lost as news­ 
paper stories from all ov er the 
cou ntry indicate that some Ne­ 
gro 
leaders 
hav e 
actu ally 
started on a cou rse which they 
deny 
is "rev olu tionary ” bu t 
which has all the aspects of 
a mov ement to u se v iolence, 
if necessary , to impose their 
will on the other residents of 
the commu nity . 
The v andalism and rioting 
that hav e ensu ed after "dem­ 
onstrations” are not su rprising 
when race is pitted 
against 
race and Speak ers openly pro­ 
claim that the time has come 
to “fight back .” 
What has 
been ov erlook ed by the Negro 
leaders is that su ch ou tbu rsts 
often 
stimu late 
the whites, 
too, and that, once v iolence be­ 
gins. persons of all races are 
lik ely to be inju red. 
Congress has been stru gling 
with the problem and thu s far 
has only come u p with one 
ambigu ou s 
proposal, 
w'hioh 
wou ld pu nish those who delib­ 
erately ‘incite* v iolence. 
The 
remedy , to be su re, does not 
lie in federal law alone, bu t 
in the rigid enforcement of 
state and city ordinances. 
Restraint by the Negro lead­ 
ers is essential, 
and 
white 
leaders need to recognize that 
there mu st be some formu la 
dev ised to remov e the inju s­ 
tices wh’Ch hav e produ ced a 
greater feeling of racial con­ 
sciou sness 
in a 
commu nity . 
The answer ev entu ally may be 
fou nd in a combination of law 
and reason, and discipline can 
be applied locally better than 
by the federal gov ernment. 
Racial discrimination, howev ­ 
er. will not be diminished and 
can only be increased if meth­ 
ods of v iolence are condoned.

Ju st following World W ar 
11 the U.S. Nav y sent him 
to Germany to inv estigate 
rock et dev elopment. 
Chi’ien began work as head 
of the Red Chinese missile 
program in 19 55. That was 
12 y ears ago. Bu t he didn’t 
start from scratch. He began 
with a basic u nderstanding 
of German and U.S. missile 
technology . In 19 55 he was 
already one of the world’s 
top ex perts in the field. 
He has lectu red in the So­ 
v iet Union to Moscow’s ex ­ 
perts on missile technology . 
Ch’ien is k nown to hav e 
told fellow scientists that for 
a nu mber of y ears he was 
able to secu re from the So­ 
v iet Union a great deal of 
information 
and 
technical 
assistance on the produ ction 
of resistant materials need­ 
ed for long-range missiles. 
The Chinese also got mu ch 
information on Sov iet work 
in semicondu ctors, compu ters 
and theoretical mechanics. 
Chi’ien is k nown to be a 
bu g on the gathering of tech­ 
nical information worldwide. 
He has insisted on the large- 
scale translation of Ameri­ 
can, Eu ropean, Ru ssian, Jap­ 
anese and other 
technical 
docu ments related to missile 
technology . He has been in­ 
sistent on the necessity of

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FISHING MORE 
HAZARDOUS THAN 
WATER SKIING Sl'ORT 
By Wayne G. Brandfttadt. M.D. 
Which 
« safer,

w ater sk » mg? According to the 
Natiooal Safety Council, sk iing 
h-as a commanding lead. Here 
are some of the reasons fish-1 
ing may be hazardous. Stand-' 
ing up and mov ing alxnit in a 
small boat to land a fish is; 
lik ely, sooner or later, to lead 
to failing ov erlxv ard. Most fish 
can be landed while you are 
witting but, if you do stand up, 
it is imperativ e that your com­ 
panion remain seated and alert 
to k eep the boat on an ev en 
k eel. 
If you are alone in a small 
boat you should step only on 
the bottom board, nev er on the 
seat, and av oid placing your 
feet near the sides of the boat. 
If you mak e a bad cast and 
your hook gets caught in the 
branches of a tree you should 
cut it loose rather than try to 
recov er 
it 
if 
the 
recov ery 
means standing up and reach­ 
ing abov e your head. 


Another hazardous procedure 
is carrying your outboard m o 
tor into your boat. You may 
loose your balance, your motor 
or both. R ather you should set 
the m otor on the edge of the
